ATTORNEY GENEKAL MILLER IS- 


SUES A CIRCULAR 


Instructing Marshals and Deputies 


As to Their Duties oil Elec- 


tfnu Day. 


WASHINGTON, November 1.—Attorney 


General Miller has issued a'circular to 
United fc&tefi supervisors of elections, 
United States marshals and United 
States attorneys in regard to their duties 
at the coming election. The attorney 
general cites aa a precedent President 
Cleveland's 
instructions to Attorney 


General Garland in 1SS6. 


Miller quotes a decision of the supreme 


court made in 1S7S that special deputy 
marshals have a right to be inside the 
place of registration during registration, 
and insitia polling places on election day. 
The decision flays the national govern- 
ment baa th'3 right to use physical iorce 
in any part of the United States to 
compel 
obediencft 
to the laws and 


carry into execution tho potvera con- 
ferred upon it hy the conatitiiuon. 
The 


law requires that a marsh til iiud deputies 
liftVH Uie right, and it ia their duty to b» 
and remain m all places where they cm 
be?t discharge their duties, whether such 
pltees tie inside or outside the guard 
mils.

terview with Albin B. Bntler, publiebed 
n the San Franciaco Eiamiiier of Octo- 
ber 19, 1S92. Ha ia perhaps the only 
raisin grower in ^California who advo- 
cates tbe redaction of the present duty 
on raifiine. From the tenor of his re- 
marks Mr. Butler is evidently of the im- 
pression, shared by many other Demo- 
crats, that the McKinley tariff ia pro- 
ducing a revenue far in excesa of the ne- 
ceasities of the nation. 


This impression, ia a mistaken one. 


Tbe war debt of tbe nation bos not yet 
been paid, and millions of dollars for in- 
terest have to be expended tvery year, 
and aside from this tbo tunnies ex- 
penses of the government are Increasing 
annually.1, .Under the McKinley tariff 
imparts ia many lines have decreased. 
and hundreds of factories have sprang 
into existence all over the country to 
supply the home demand, thus dimin- 
ishing the demand for foreign made arti- 
cles 


Thon?ands of acres have been planted 


in raisin vines in California because of 
the protection afforded by the tariff, tbe 
importation of tbe Spanish product has 
coubaponiiingl} decreased, and theprice 
to the consumer baa been greatly re- 
daced by domestic competition. 


In the same interview Mr. Butler 


says: '*If the restriction fof imports 
caused by the tariff] is great, the higher 
the price of tbe article, and as neither 
the foreign nor the domestic eoller or 
producer .reduces his price in proportion 
to the extent of the daty, but adds it in 
as a pirt of his cost of production, no 
one but the consumer is left to pay it." 


According to Mr. limler'a brilliant 


reasoning tho producer of raisins in 
Fresno coanty who sells his goods in the 
sweat box at 4>< canta per pound has 
added tha '2'* cents a pound tariff to his 
pries, 10 thai if there were no duty at all 
on raiaius he would sell them for 2 cents.

and nobly defended and protected tbei 
families, persistently refusing to deeer 
them when opportnnity offered. Tha 
they poeeeB no education is no fault o 
theire. Tbey, too, are to be disfran 
ehised, all for the purpose of securing 
more intelligent ballot. Many more in 
stances might he cited to prove th 
hardships that would ensue to othe 
classes and conditions of onr people, hu 
these are quite sufficient to illustrate th 
proposition. 


But is this amendment designed fo 


tbe purpose oE cutting off tha ignoran 
foreigner from voting? Jf so, IB it net 
essery to amend the constitution to a! 
tain such a result:* Most certainly col 
All tbat is deeirable can be accomplish^ 
by legislation cinder our present coneti 
tution. It is much easier to repeal o 
modify lawe passed by our legislature 
than to repeal or modify our organic la1 
to meet emergency. 


I submit that unr naturalization law 


and onr courts are competent to cop 
with this question. We already hav 
laws providing the manner in wbic! 
persons of foreign birth may become cit 
zens and voters of this country, and tbe 
courts are invested with discretional 
power in considering application paper 
of naturalization. It was only n yea 
since a Sacramento jadge refuied the ap 
plication of a person to become a citiza 
on the ground of bis ignorance of ou 
laws and institutions, Onr natorali? 
ation. laws may be still farther amende i 
end made more stringent if necessary. 
• We can never remedy an evil in on: 
government by interfering in any mau 
Ber with or limiting tbe right of tbe citi- 
zen to a free and nn trammeled exercise 
ot the right of euffraee. It ia an assump- 
tion of power of one claes of peopl 
through the powers of government over 
another class, that ia cot justified by aa; 
code of public morals or rule of conduc 
having its rise in a republican form o 
government. On the contrary, it ia an 
abridgment of the rights and privilege 
of the citizen, ana serves to weaken the 
sentiment of reverence of the common 
people for our government, and endan 
Ker the great principles that ar&tbe 
foundation and support of our republican 
institutions. The remedy sought for the 
evil complained of can never be fount 
in tbe disfranchieemftnt of nny consider 
able body of our citizens. It can onl' 
be reached hy a proper education of the 
rising generation as applied to Ameri- 
cans, and wise anil stringent naturalize 
tion lawe as applied to foreigners. Let 
no man votn for n measure that will di 
etroy or limit the right of hia fellow 
zen in the exercise of a privilege that ho 
himself pOMOflMB and values.

Thousands of Poor People Homeless. 


Losses Will Beach Into the 


Millions. 


MILWAUKEE, October 28.— Thifl city to- 


night was visited by the moat devasting 
fire in tbe city "a history. 


Four lives were certainly lost and 


probably more. 


Conservative insurance men estimate 


the losa at not leea than (GO.OOO.OOO. 


Flames which started in tbe Union Oil 


company's building, on East water street 
near Detroit Btieet, were fanned by a 
furious Rale and swep eastward across 
toward the Menomlnee river and noth- 
ing could stay their reeietleeB rush. 


Dynamite was nsed bnt without effect. 


Mighty billows of flame swept over 
Wocka of buildings and jumped across 
the streets acd leaped over the river. 
Ti'oasandaof people viewed the grand 
spectacle. All sorts of conveyances were 
hurrving aboat the Third ward, loaded 
with beloncingB of the people whose 
home? were burning. 


The 
entire flro department 
WBB 


powerless. Chicago, Racine and other 
cities wor-3 asked for assistance and by 10 
O'clock thb etiuines and firemen from ont 
of town wero beginning tu arrive. More 
thsn eleven blocks of solid ttrritory, iu- 
clutling much of the moat extensive 
wholesale district, having been burned 
over, consisting of nearly seventy build- 
ings, two-thirds of which were frame 
redidences tliat faded into smoke. 


Several squares have already been de- 


stroyed. 


Large numbers of wholeaale houses 


havft gone, also many residences. 


The courfloof the fire changed about 


8.30 and is now libwly to consume the 
territory between Broadway and JtlTsr- 
eon streets to the eaat and west. 


The Branuh river and the big Angus 


Smith grain elevators are burning, aud 
not only ia the fire advancing with thu 
wind, but has begun alowlv to back up 
at the point it started, and where thare 
is no means of staying its progress. 


The entire lower part of the Third 


ward, inhabited largely by poor working 
neople, is devastated, nearly SOD cotiages 
being destroyed, and the inmates wan- 
dering about the streets loudly lamenting 
their lose. 


Alarms aro coming in every few min- 


utes from widely separated districts, and 
it ie feared tbat incendiaries are helping 
the work of destruction. 


AtS.45-p.rn. the firo was still spread- 


ing rapidly. 


The gas works have been burned and 


rnanv parts of the city are in darku«as. 


Flcimefi have reached tbe freight yards 


of the Chicago & Northwosiern railroad 
and wholo trains of cars loaded with 
merelmnrtiae and irrm'n aro burning.

F. I. Beqastte, a livery man of V 
lia, Raid that on the Friday or Saturday 
before the robbary J ohn Sontag said he 
wanted a Rood team and a strong buggy 
for the Monday or Tuesday following. 
He eaid he was going to Sampson's 
Flat to bring his brother and Evans 
down. 
He got the team on Tuesday 


mo.niog and drove away alone. Tbe 
team was returned on Thuraday, and it 
wafl in such pood condition that Mr. 
Btquette deducted $2 from the livery 
bill. 


In reply to a question by Mr. Cold- 


wen, Mr. Uequetta said that it would be 
a very hard drive for that team with 
three men weighing 180 pounds each and 
100 pounds of coin to go nine milea and 
then with two men and tlie coin to go 
forty-five miles farther from midnight to 
8 o'clock next morning. 


THE TEAM tS FRESNO.

United States lodging houao on the cor- 
ner of I iind MnripoSR street?, swore that 
a lame man slept with another man iu 
room No. 5 on tho night of August 2d. 


' He could not tell whether it was John 


Sontag or not. 


WHERE CONTANT SLKIT. 


I. H. Patterson, proprietor of the 


HugbeB lodging house, en the corner of 
I and Tulare streets, said that George 
Contant arrived there on tho evening of 
July 14th and remained there nntil July 


Henry Lawrence, of the Fountain ea- 


loon, saw the prisoner In the city a few 
days before the rohhery. The prisoner 
told the witness that be bad come with a 
team to haul provisions to the mount- 
ains. 


Thia closed the'testimony for the prose- 


cution. 


THE DEFENSE. 


After Mr. Coldwell had stated his case 


he placed Evelyn {.Evans on the stand. 
She is the 13-year-oM daughter of Chris 
Evans. She was shown the mask and 
the similar piece of cloth found in Evans' 
barn. She swore that £she had never

that any cloth similar to that alleged to

On Aucugl 4tb. the day after tha rob- 


bery, her husband and John Sontag ar- 
rived in a buggy drawn by two hay 
horses. She went out to meet them and 
examined the bnggy to see whether they 
had brought her anything. She found 
nothing in tho buggy except tbe robes. 
George Ormtant w.-is in the house at tbe 
time and bad eaten his breakfast there. 


On tbe morning of August 5th John 


Sontag banded George the key to George's 
trunk. 


On one occasion, while John Sontag 


was in the mountains, tbe defendant 
broce open the trunk to get some clothes 
out of it. John had the key. 


The large black slonch hat introduced 


in evidence wan shown the witness and 
ehe said that George Contant never wore 
a hat of that kind. At tbe time ho left 
her house on August 2d, the day before 
the robbary, ha wore a light colored hat 
of email sizs. -He left in a baggy with 
his brother, and they paid that they 
were going to tbe mountains, 


John Sontag and Chris Evana arrived 


home on tbe morning of August -1th, but 
they eaid nothing abont a train having 
been robbed. They told her that they 
had come from the foothilla. They ar- 
rived at the fionse at about 8.30 o'clock 
in the morning aud hitched tbe horses 
until botweeu 11 and 12 o'clock when, 
they wero taken to the stable. 


NOT HER CLOTH. 


Tho piece of cloth corresponding in 


texture and color to that out of which 
the mask was made wa3 ehown to tbo 
witness and sho denied ever having eeen 
it before it was produced in court. She 


bad any cloth of that kind in the 


She also dented the troth of De- 


lve Rickey's statement that be bad 


given her an order for the defendant's 
trunk or that sbe had given anyone the 
key. 


There was ajwrceptible stir in court 


when the name of Samuel Clark Moore 
was called. He said that he had been 
engaged in mining on Sampson Flat for 
twelve years. lie had been acquainted 
with Chris Evans about fourteen years. 


The defendant and 
Chris 
Evans 


stopped at the witness' camp on Samp- 
eon Flats on Jnly 26th. and 27th, fishing 
and otherwise 
amusing 
themselves. 


They also talked with the witness re* 
garding Moore's suit against A. Ham- 
meraleigh for $8000, the value of the 
mine. 
Hammersleigh had offered to 


give Moore a deed to the mine, but the 
witness refused to accept It unless they 
would put him in possession. Chris 
Evans had located the mine before that 
and was in possession. Evans and tho 
defendant and Moore talked about the 
matter and Evana offered to sell his 
claim to Moore for $1000. Mooro re- 
ferred him and tho defendant to Mr. 
Coldwell, the attorney for Moore. 


They left Moore's camp on Tlmraday 


morning, July '20th, end told Moore that 
they were going to the Sampson Flats 
mine to do some work on it. That was 
the last time Moore saw George Contant 
until after bis arrest.

The witness did 
no and found the defendant stupid from 
drink. 


David Scott, a bna driver for the Craw- 


fork house in Viaalia, saw George Con- 
tant on the night of July 18th on the 
way from Fresno to Gosben. The wit- 
ness drove Contant to the train bound 
for Fresno on the occasion on which 
Contant fell aleep and was carried past 
Freano. Contant was so drank that tbe 
witness had to assist him off the bus at 
the depot and helj> bim to get on the 
train. Contant had a pint bottle of 
whisky with him. 


THE FIHKMAN WAS SCARED. 


William Lewie, the fireman of tbe 


robbed train, was tbe next witness. 


On the night of August 3d a short stop 


was made at Collis to take 'a trunk on. 
After the train had left Collie about a 
quarter of a mile out, one of the robbers 
camo over the tank and the other stood 
on the gangway. The latter robber told 
Engineer Phippa to po on and the other 
told Lho witness to shut the door of the 
firebox.

W. D. Tupper at a salary of $300 per 
mouth, and nrat assistant, H. H. Welsh, 
salary $150; second deputy, H. 0. Tup- 
per, salary $125, and E. S. Van Meter, 
third deputy, salary $125 pw month, tbe 
aggregate coat to the county being $8400 
per year. One might be pardoned for 
iupposing tbftt, considering the mu&i- 
nceut salary and the number ot deputies 
employed, the business of the office 
would be well attended to at all timea.
